Wennespay, February 16. 

WENT through. in Committee the Mak and Mutiny bills, 

the latter with amendments: To be reported on the morrow. 
* Went through alfe feveral road bills, and ordered thei to 
the Lords. ’ 

Came to feveral refolutions on the Supply. ‘T’o be reported 
on the niorrow. 

The India bufinefs being then brought on,, 

Mr Francis ftated, that the civil eftablifhment of Bengal a- 
mounted to the enormous fum of 927,945 1. annually, which 
was confiderably more than the Civil Lift eftablifhment of 
Great Britain ;, that the agents for making falt had each oon 
ly incomes of about 8672 |. ; that the emoluments of the Prin- 
cipal of the Board for conducting the bufinefs of making falt, 
amounted ‘to upwards of 18,0001. per year; that the three 
Commiflioners of the Cuftoms had 23,0001. a year ; the Com- 
miffioners of Revenue 40,000 |. a year ;- and the ‘Prefident of 
that Board an additional fim of 4000 |, a year, as. Ambaflador 
ro. one of the ‘native Princes : that there was an eftablifhment 
of 4000 |. pet’'annum for. Chaplains, though there was not a 
church in the whole country; that the Paymatters of the forces 
were allowed 43,0001. and the Commiffioners of ‘Trade 
14,000 |. a years that the Prefident from Bengal at Goa had 
an annual ftipend of 14,0001. which he could not confider in 
any. oiher light than as a penfion, feeing there. was tio‘neceflity 
for maintaining a refident; .and that an officer at Fort William 
had an allowance of 14,000 Ja year, which fum he underllood 
to be abundantly more.than equivalent to the labours of his of- 
fice ; and with refpe@ to perfons having contracts, he faid their 
profits were not to be afcertained, but he computed the emolu- 
ments.of one of the perfons of the. defcription he had alluded 
to, to be no lefs than 50,000 1. a year. 

Mr Francis obferved, that ‘thefe expences feemed greater 
than could poflibly be difCharged, without producing inevitable 
ruin to all the hopes that had been held forth of making India 
a fource. of revenue to this country} and preparatory to fome 
matters which he had to bring. forward, his defign was to move 
the Houfe, that an account be laid upon the table of the fala- 
ri¢s paid, and other expences incurred, in the: province of 
Bengal, in the years 1782 and.1783, ounpneed with the ex- 
penditures on the fame accountsin 1776. here were papers 
in the India Houfe from which this account might be madé 
out, with little more trouble than that of copying : He hoped, 

‘therefore, the motion would not be oppofed. =. 

Mr Francis next.abferved, that the difburfements in Bengal, 
according to the accounts made up to April laft, appeared to * 
have ocen reduced from three millions and a half. to:.one mil- 
linn ; but it was a myftery to him, how fo immenfe a rediic- 
tion could be fo fuddenly effected ; that fome ‘ehicidation, 
therefore, might be had on this fubje@, he had another motion 
wo fubmit to the Houfe, for the production of an eftimate, of 
the probable documents in Bengal from May 1783, to May 
1784. - 

-After fome converfation, Mr Francis’s motion, with forme 
qualifications by Mr Dundas, was carried nem. com. 

Lord Nerth moved, that the accounts of the .rum, rice, in- 
digo, and fagar imported into Great Britain, from 1776 to 
1783, be printed for the ufe of the Membets of the Houfe ; 
and likewife that printed accounts be made out of the imports 
and exports for five "years preceding the year 17835, which 
motions, after fome oypofition from the Chancellor of the Ex- 
éhequer, on the m0 ee that, if agreed to, they would pro- 
erat the public bufincfs, were agreed to. ' 

The. order of the day ‘for the third reading of the New- 
feundlan bill being next moved for, after fume oppofition from 
Mr Fox and Mr Eden, ‘it »was’ read a third time, and paffed 
without- further debate. 

Army Esrimares. 

The Houfe ‘being refolved into a Committee of Supply, - 

Sir George Yonge, Secretary at War, moved that 29,345 
effective mén, including marines, be granted for the fervice of 
the prefent year. ’ 

‘The Hon. Baronet ftated, that the fix regiments propofed 
laft feflion to be reduced; were now intended ro.be kept'on the 
eftablithment ; and that the public, might not incur any additi- 
onal -expence, that one drum an | feven privates were tobe de- 
duéted ftom each company, by which arrangement there would 
be a faving of the public money, and at the fame. time the offi-’ 
cers who were entitled to the gentrofity of the Houfe, from 
their meritorious fervice, would not be injured by being redu- 
ced en fecond, as had been propofed lait year, he? 

Col, Fitzpatrick wifhed to know why the reduction ofthe 
regiments was not to take place, as had been propofed in the 
lal parliament ? 


Col. Phipps thought the number of regiments ought not to’ 


be reduced; but rather that the .reduction thould take place 
amonz the privates, in order chat expetienced officets might be 
ready to be called into fervice, in cafe of a future war.

The Marquis of Graham brought up the report on the army 
eftimate, upon which Earl Surrey rofe, and made fome ob- 
jections to fo large a ftanding army, which he, thoaght ought 
to be reduced equal to the naval forces, and which was done 
the laft peace lifhment. The Noble Lord alfo afked, if 
the militia were to be embodied this year, becaufe if that was 
to.be, there was the lefs occafion for fo many regulars. 

Mr Piti thought the number of land forces: were aot to be 





eftimated by anfwering the Noble Lord’s qucftion as to the mi- 
litia. He’ confidered that body as of real fervice, and could 
not help thinking it highly peieliaey that they fhould be called 
out for 4 month, in order to’ their being kept in pepe train. 
But the’ Right Hon. Gentleman did not direétly fay, whether 
that would if the cafe this year or not. With refpect to the 
army not having been reduced in proportion to the navy, he 
thought the Noble Lord had not confidered the fubject, as it 
was plainly owing to the extenfivenefs of the late war, having 
given occafjon for a very gredt number of feamen, which had 
allowed a greater reduction.of the naval, than the land forces. 

The report was read a fecond time, when Lord Surrey a- 
gain exprefled his difapprobation, as the Minifter . had aot faid 
whether the tilitia ‘was to be called out or not. ‘The report 
was then agreed to, ied | ,
